CONFIDENCE 

Confidence  is  the  keystone  of  busi- 
ness. Confidence  begets  credit.  The 
world’s  commerce  is  built  upon  the 
credit  that  confidence  in  the  integrity 
of  mankind  establishes.  Without  con- 
fidence a merchant  would  be  unable  to 
do  business.  The  manufacturer  has 
confidence  in  the  jobber ; the  jobber  in 
the  retailer;  the  retailer  in  the  con- 
sumer, who  in  turn  must  have  confi- 
dence in  the  first  three,  else  he  could 
not  sell  his  labor  or  the  product  of  it. 

Confidence  is  established  through 
character.  A good  character  means 
business  integrity.  To  have  that  in- 
tegrity, a man  must  have  every  incen- 
tive to  do  right.  A strong  character 
needs  no  more.  But  all  persons  are 
not  strong.  Many  are  weak.  Many 
stumble  and  fall  and  become  a part 
of  the  flotsam  and  jetsam  of  commer- 
cial disaster.  Some  fall  through  natu- 
ral heredity ; others  through  circum- 
stances that  are  unfortunate — cupidity, 
love  of  display,  gross  appetites,  loss 
of  confidence  in  themselves,  their 
employes  and  their  fellowmen,  temp- 
tation— unjustly  placed  in  their  way — 
and  a natural  desire  to  get  rich 
quickly. 

It  is  those  weak  characters  which 
should  be  safeguarded. 

An  employer  should  see  that  no  act 
of  his  puts  any  of  his  employes  in 
moral  jeopardy.  He  should  cultivate 
the  confidence  of  his  men.  He  should 
strive  to  have  them  believe  in  him  and 
his  methods.  He  should  so  systemize 
his  business  as  to  give  everyone  confi-

dence  in  him  and  in  themselves.  He 
should  so  arrange  details  that  no  sus- 
picion of  dishonesty,  disloyalty  or  wan- 
ton carelessness  could  be  laid  at  the 
door  of  any  clerk  in  his  store. 

He  should  adopt  all  the  modern 
methods  of  storekeeping,  discarding  the 
obsolete  ways  of  the  past  generation 
like  the  old  open  cash-drawer  with  its 
handy  temptations  to  lure  on  weak 
employes,  immature  customers  or  ser- 
vants to  do  wrong.  He  should  instead 
install  modern  cash  registers  to  record 
his  daily  transactions  so  that  a busy 
clerk  can  feel  sure  that  all  his  trans- 
actions are  properly  taken  care  of  by 
the  mechanical  device  and  thus  give 
him  the  confidence  of  his  employer. 
To  have  confidence  in  his  clerks,  a 
storekeeper  must  be  able  to  locate 
accurately  and  promptly  any  and  all 
mistakes  that  are  likely  to  occur  in  a 
day’s  business.  With  the  old  and  out 
of  date  open  cash-drawer  this  is  not 
possible.  He  is  unable  to  tell  what  he 
has  taken  in,  what  he  has  sold  for 
cash  or  on  credit,  or  what  he  has  paid 
out,  except  through  a tedious  system 
of  bookkeeping.  And  then  when  mis- 
takes occur  he  cannot  tell  who  made 
the  errors. 

This  shatters  confidence.  With  con- 
fidence shaken,  credit  is  disturbed, 
and  with  disturbed  credit  and  loss  of 
confidence  come  all  the  ills  of  the 
business  world. 

All  this  can  be  avoided  if  the  old 
methods  which  cause  shaken  confi- 
dence are  avoided.  This  is  really  a sub- 
ject fit  for  legislation.  A railroad  com- 
pany is  required  bylaw  to  take  all  pre- 
caution to  protect  the  passengers  and  its 


employes  from  physical  injury.  Why 
shouldn’t  a law  be  passed  to  safeguard 
the  moral  standing  of  weak  customers 
and  employes  and  children  ? They 
should  be  protected  from  the  dangers 
of  the  open  cash-drawer — the  tempta- 
tion to  take  that  which  is  not  theirs 
as  well  as  the  suspicion,  often  unjust, 
that  they  have  appropriated  that  which 
never  was  taken  in  over  the  counter. 

A customer  or  clerk  suspected  is  a 
blow  to  public  confidence.  This  con- 
fidence disturbed  brings  financial  tur- 
moil. It  is  the  duty  of  lawmakers  to 
prevent  this  turmoil  and  no  doubt  the 
advanced  thinkers  soon  will  be  de- 
manding that  such  precautionary  laws 
be  placed  upon  the  statute  books. 

This  subject  already  is  engrossing 
the  attention  of  economists  and  sociol- 
ogists, and  is  being  widely  discussed. 
Soon  it  will  be  the  theme  ot  the  daily 
press  and  the  pulpit.  When  these 
two  powers  begin  to  cry  out  against 
the  old  cash  drawer  with  its  confidence 
shaking  and  temptation  making  evils, 
there  will  be  an  awakening  that  will 
go  far  toward  strengthening  the  rela- 
tions between  clerks  and  storekeepers. 

There  is  much  food  for  thought  in 
this  subject.  Able  and  forcible  ser- 
mons can  be  preached  from  such  a 
text.  Virile  and  convincing  editorials 
may  be  written.  A new  era  in  the 
commercial  world  will  begin  when 
these  evils  brought  into  the  full  light 
of  publicity  by  press  and  pulpit,  are 
prevented  by  legislators  who  quickly 
hearken  to  the  voices  of  these  two 
greit  molders  of  public  opinion.

STRANGLING  COMPETITION 
IN  THE  TELEPHONE 
SERVICE. 

The  Controllers  of  the  City  of 
Toronto  in  their  anxiety  to  relieve 
the  citizens  from  the  grasp  of  the 
“ Bell  telephone  ” monopoly  have, 
after  much  deliberation,  succeeded 
in  drafting  an  agreement  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  City  Council,  which 
would  effectually  exclude  com- 
petition for  all  time  to  come.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  when  this  docu- 
ment comes  before  the  Council  that 
the  aldermen  will  take  hold  of  the 
subject  in  a more  practical  and 
businesslike  manner,  and  will 
realize  that  cheap  telephones  can 
only  be  obtained  by  making  it  easy 
for  prospective  competitors  to  do 
business,  instead  of  erecting 
impossible  barriers,  which  in  our 
opinion  they  have  done,  and  which 
will  result  in  the  perpetuation  of 
the  present  monopoly. 

The  Controllers  have  laid  great 
stress  on  the  “ Bell  Telephone  Co's” 


offer  of  $20,000.00  per  annum  for 
an  exclusive  franchise  for  five 
years,  and  which  offer  was  only 
made  when  competition  was  in 
sight.  They  seem  also  to  have 
overlooked  the  fact  that  rates 
obtained  under  a competitive 
franchise  would  save  telephone 
users  who  are  largely  made  up  of 
Retail  Merchants  not  less  than 
$130,000  a year.  And  yet  for  the 
privilege  of  conferring  this  boon 
upon  the  citizens  it  is  sought  to 
impose  conditions  and  penalties 
which  no  self-respecting  body  of 
business  men  could  submit  to. 
We  understand  that  experts  who 
have  examined  the  proposed  agree- 
ment have  stated  that  the^proposed 
conditions  would  create  a proposi- 
tion which  no  financier  or  intelli- 
gent investor  would  entertain.  In 
other  words,  competition  along 
the  lines  of  the  agreement  has  been 
made  an  impossibility. 

The  agreement  contains  so  many 
objectionable  features  that  it  is  not 
possible  in  our  space  to  deal  as 
fully  with  them  as  is  desirable  but 
attention  is  directed  to  the 
following  : 

Applicants  must  deposit  $5,000 
with  the  City  Treasurer,  before 
their  offer  will  be  entertained,  and 
in  the  event  of  its  acceptance,  must 
deposit  a further  sum  of  $100,000 
before  commencing  construction 
operations,  which  means  that  a 
competitive  company  is  asked  to 
tie  up  the  first  $105,000  of  its 
capital,  or  sufficient  to  install  a 
system  for  one  thousand  subscrib- 
ers. Surely  it  would  be  more  in 
the  interest  of  the  citizens  if  this 
large  amount  was  put  into  plant, 
and  labor,  as  early  as  possible 
after  the  granting  of  the  franchise, 
and  some  more  reasonable  means 
adopted  of  safeguarding  the  City 
against  a new  company  selling  out 
or  doing  any  damage  to  the  streets, 
these  being  the  only  purposes  for 
which  a guarantee  should  be  ob- 
tained. The  plea  of  losing  the 
“ Bell  Telephone  Co’s  offer  of 
$100,000  for  a five  years  monopoly 
is  most  illogical,  and  furnishes  no 


argument  why  a competitor  should 
be  required  to  lock  up  a large  por- 
tion of  its  working  capital  at  a 
time  when  it  is  most  needed  for 
construction  operations. 

Again,  to  expect  any  company 
to  spend  over  $1, coo, coo,  or  per- 
haps $2,000,000  in  constructing  an 
up-to-date  system  with  the  possi- 
bility at  the  end  of  seven  years 
that  its  franchise  would  be  can- 
celled and  its  plant  taken  over  on 
the  basis,  of  actual  cost,  less  de- 
preciation, is  most  unreasonable. 
We  are  informed  that  such  a pro- 
position might  easily  involve  the 
stockholders  in  a loss  of  a quarter 
of  a million  dollars,  as  well  as  the 
loss  of  dividends.  We  can  scarcely 
believe  that  capitalists  will  make 
an  agreement  with  the  city  unless 
they  are  satisfied  that  the  capital 
they  propose  to  invest  will  be  pro- 
tected equally  with  the  interests  of 
the  city.  That  being  so,  if  Toronto 
is  ever  to  have  a cheap  telephone 
service,  the  City  Council  must  be 
prepared  to  encourage  competition 
on  terms  at  least  as  generous  as 
those  which  it  would  have  to  give 
the  •'  Bell”  monopoly,  were  an 
agreement  entered  into  with  that 
company  to-morrow.  Unless  they 
are  prepared  to  allow  competition 
to  come  in  under  conditions 
similar  to  those  enjoyed  by  the 
’*  Bell”  Telephone  Company,  cheap 
telephones  will  remain  an  im- 
possible proposition. 

The  existence  of  competition 
would  be  a far  better  guarantee  of 
good  service  than  any  onerous 
conditions  or  penalties  which  the 
City  Council  might  seek  to  impose 
and  providing  that  the  city  is 
guaranteed  against  loss  in  respect 
of  damage  to  the  streets,  we  fail  to 
see  any  necessity  for  handicapping 
a new  company  with  conditions 
which  render  competition  at  low 
rates  impossible. 

If  the  aldermen  wish  to  serve 
the  best  interests  of  all  classes  of 
people  they  will  prepare  an  agree- 
ment which  will  encourage  com- 
petition at  the  lowest  possible 
rates.  If  on  the  other  hand  they 
desire  the  continuance  of  the

present  monopoly  that  object  can 
be  attained  in  no  better  way  than 
by  the  endorsation  of  the  prohibi- 
tive conditions  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Control. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion 
that  the  City  purchase  the  system 
at  the  end  of  seven  years,  we  do 
not  believe  the  subscribers  would 
benefit  by  such  a course.  If  the 
citizens  can  obtain  an  agreement 
at  low  rates  for  a term  of  say  21 
years  from  a company  it  would  be 
more  to  be  desired,  than  that  the 
City  at  the  end  of  seven  years 
should  take  over  the  business,  with 
the  result  that  telephone  users 
would  have  no  guarantee  against 
an  increase  of  rates  consequent 
upon  losses  due  to  inexperi- 
enced management.  In  any  event 
it  is  manifestly  unfair  to  ask  any 
company  after  having  established 
and  built  up  a business  on  a sound 
dividend  earning  basis,  to  hand  it 
over  on  terms  which  can  only  result 
in  a serious  loss  to  the  stockholders 
in  addition  to  the  sacrifice  of 
future  dividends.  Such  a proceed- 
ing would  be  even  less  creditable 
than  the  methods  adopted  by 
the  existing  monopolies  owning 
the  public  utilities  in  the  city  of 
Toronto.  “Example  is  better  than 
precept.”  and  the  City  Council  has 
now  an  excellent  opportunity  of 
showing  how  they  are  prepared  to 
take  advantage  of  the  p^wer  which 
they  hold,  in  their  dealings  with  the 
applicants  for  permission  to  free 
the  citizens  from  one  or,  possibly 
two,  of  these  monopolies.  If  the 
present  opportunity  to  secure 
telephone  competition  is  allowed 
to  fall  through  in  consequence  of 
unreasonable  and  exacting  con- 
ditions, we  may  be  assured  that  it 
will  be  a decade  or  two  before 
Toronto  will  again  be  approached 
with  any  offers  of  a similar  nature. 
In  the  interval  the  Bell  Telephone 
Co.  may  be  relied  upon  to  take 
every  advantage  of  the  exclusive 
franchise  which  they  will  enjoy 
without  contributing  anything  to 
the  city  either  in  percentages, 
deposits  or  penalties.

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PARTY  POLITICS  VS. 

THE  MILITARY  AND  THE  SCOTCH. 

Our  contention  has  always  been  that 
party  politics  will  eventually  interfere 
with  the  growth  and  development  of 
this  great  Dominion  unless  the  In- 
dependent voters  step  in  and  banish 
the  party  political  system.  The  con- 
tention put  forward  by  some  that  no 
country  can  be  governed  unless  it  has 
two  contending  paities,  is  the  delusion 
that  holds  the  false  theory  together. 
The  principle  that  should  govern  a 
nation,  is  but  the  extended  principle 
that  should  govern  a home,  and  we  are 
told — and  we  know  by  observation — 
that  any  house  divided  against  itself 
will  fall. 

There  cannot  be  two  sets  of  rules 
opposed  to  each  other  governing 
successfully  the  same  principle.  If  it 
is  necessary  to  have  systematic 
opposition  in  the  state,  the  system 
should  also  apply  through  every  branch 
of  Provincial,  Municipal,  Financial 
and  home  government.  If  we  follow 
out  the  present  political  theory  no 
bank  should  elect  a board  that  will 
work  in  harmony,  they  should  elect 
two  boards  each  to  delay,  interfere  and 
criticize  the  other.  No  church  govern- 
ment should  be  permitted  to  be  put 
into  the  hands  of  any  one  set  of  men, 
they  should  elect  two  boards  the  one  to 
watch  and  endeavor  to  hinder  the  other. 

Homes  should  not  be  created  on  the 
basis  of  mutual  burden  bearing,  they 
should  be  built  up  by  two  people  join- 
ing together  with  desires,  sympathies 
and  ideas  opposed  to  each  other  so 
that  neither  could  go  far  astray  and  so 
that  a constant  “broil”  could  be  kept 
up  and  as  much  friction  and  opposition 
as  possible  created.  If  the  contention 
of  those  who  claim  that  the  system  of 
party  politics  for  the  conducting  of 
governments  is  right,  why  should  they 
not  also  claim  that  if  the  system  of 
party  politics  was  applied  to  home 
building  that  it  would  also  be  right  ? 
We  can  very  well  understand  that 
there  will  always  be  differences  of 
opinion  but  if  the  system  of  party 
politics  was  abolished,  men  who  offer 
themselves  as  representatives  of  the 
people  would  have  to  do  more  careful 
thinking  cn  every  proposition  they 
advocated  in  seeking  favor  and  election 


from  the  electorate,  and  when  they  had 
advanced  a measure  of  reform  it  would 
be  upon  its  merits  that  they  would  be 
elected  not  upon  party  political 
sentiment  such  as  Grit  and  Tory. 
The  present  system  destroys  the 
incentive  to  make  voters  think,  as  they 
follow  a prejudice  instead  of  a 
principle,  and  put  their  thinking  under 
the  direction  of  party  leaders,  and  not 
until  party  politics  is  destroyed  will 
the  era  dawn  when  the  people  will  take 
greater  interest  in  the  issues  of  the  day 
and  become  more  familiar  with  the 
requirements  of  this  fertile  Dominion. 
Recently  we  have  had  the  dignity  and 
honor  of  our  nation  again  assailed,  by 
the  exposure  of  the  rottenness  of  party 
politics  in  military  circles. 

A great  many  criticisms  have  been 
made,  some  for  and  some  against  the 
action  of  Lord  Dundonald  for  daring 
to  speak  his  convictions  in  a public 
place. 

Even  if  were  assume  that  the  hired 
man  has  no  right  to  expose  the  busi- 
ness of  his  master  and  if  we  admit  that 
it  would  have  been  more  seemly  for 
Lord  Dundonald  to  have  resigned  and 
then  made  his  charges.  Would  that 
in  any  way  change  the  character  of  the 
charges  ? Should  all  men  engaged  in 
government  positions,  positions  of 
public  trust,  or  in  a private  capacity  be 
forced  to  pay  the  penalty  of  dismissal 
and  the  loss  of  their  income  if  they 
dare  to  speak  the  truth  in  public 
places.  Is  truth  to  be  sold  and  bartered 
for  so  many  pieces  of  silver?  If  this 
is  the  lesson  that  public  and  private 
servants  must  be  taught  from  this  dis 
missal,  then  it  is  one  of  the  most 
fortunate  circumstances  that  ever 
happened  to  an  honest  public  servant 
and  a gallant  soldier  such  as 
Lord  Dundonald  has  proven  himself 
to  be.  Dismissed  because  he  dared 
to  tell  the  great  mass  of  independent 
voters  in  the  Dominion  what  they 
already  know,  that  party  politics  has 
degenerated  into  putrid  corruption. 
That  the  very  atmosphere  of  both  the 
Provincial  and  Dominion  houses  is 
charged  with  favoritism  and  pull,  and 
that  instead  of  our  representatives 
both  Grit  and  Tory  on  both  sides  of 
the  House  devoting  their  time  to  con- 
sidering what  is  noblest  and  best  for 
this  young  and  progressive  country 
they  are  spending  their  time  calculat- 
ing how  best  they  can  surround  them- 


selves with  men  who  will  do  their 
bidding  so  as  to  enable  themselves 
and  their  party  to  get  re-elected. 
Following  the  dismissal  of  Lord  Dun- 
donald comes  the  resignation  of  Col. 
Gregory,  another  gallant  officer 
resigned  in  order  that  he  may  be 
able  to  be  free  to  express  him- 
self regarding  the  same  charge  of  favor- 
itism under  the  system  of  party 
politics. 

One  of  the  best  liked  and  most 
efficient  officers  commanding  the 
Niagara  Camp  expressed  himself  as 
follows  : “ Putrid  with  party  politics 

the  whole  system  is  honeycombed  with 
political  interference.  Party  politics 
is  the  foundation  of  it  all  at  Ottawa, 
and  it  is  extending  into  all  branches  of 
the  service.” 

We  are  personally  glad  however 
that  it  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  Lord 
Dundonald  and  Col.  Gregory,  these 
two  gallant  soldiers,  to  be  sacrified  for 
their  convictions  and  their  country 
rather  than  to  have  had  it  happen  to 
some  unfortunate  employee  holding 
some  minor  position,  who  never  would 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  calling 
public  attention  to  this  demoralizing 
evil. 

We  hope  and  trust  now  that  Lord 
Dundonald  will  be  able  to  be  the 
leader  in  this  great  moral  fight  that 
has  been  gathering  and  that  has  just 
dawned.  He  has  been  in  many  a 
hard  fought  victory  on  the  battlefield 
defending  his  country  from  a common 
enemy,  and  it  requires  no  prophet  to 
tell  him  that  from  the  sunrise  on  the 
Atlantic  to  the  sunset  on  the  Pacific 
he  will  have  more  followers  in  this 
righteous  war  if  he  will  consent  to  enter 
into  it  than  any  general  could  gather 
for  any  other  cause,  in  Canada. 

We  were  not  at  all  surprised  to  find 
our  fair  minded  and  highly  respected 
Police  Magistrate,  Lieut-Col.  Geo.  T. 
Denison,  and  also  Lieut.  Col.  John  I. 
Davidson,  one  of  the  favorites  of  the 
48th  Highlanders,  fully  in  sympathy 
with  the  sentiment  expressed  by  Lord 
Dundonald.  He  seems  to  have  voiced 
the  sentiments  of  all  the  leading 
military  men  of  Canada. 

Lord  Dundonald  is  not  only  a 
soldier  but  a true  Scotchman,  who 
like  trust  of  his  fellow  countrymen  are 
fearless  in  their  expressions  wnen  ad- 
vocating the  cause  of  righteousness

pleased  that  this  incident  should 
happen  to  one  so  capable  of  taking 
care  of  himself,  and  to  one  whose 
c >u  itrymen  everywhere  throughout 
Canada  will  resent  the  course  taken  by 
the  politicians  and  who  will  be 
awakened  to  the  evils  of  the  party 
system  This  we  hope  will  be  the 
first  step  to  call  attention  to  the  mon-

GROCERS  SECTION. 

TORONTO  BRANCH. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
the  ‘‘Grocers  Section”  of  the 
“Toronto  Branch”  was  held  in 
the  Board  Room  on  Monday 
Evening,  June  27th  at  8.30  o’clock. 

Mr.  G.  Good,  chairman,  presided. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  Price  Contract 
Plan  Committee  was  brought  in  by' 
Mr.  F.  C.  Higgins  who  stated  that 
all  arrangements  had  been  com- 
pleted with  the  Natural  Food 
Company  and  new  contracts  would 
be  submitted  to  the  trade  by  July 
1st  and  after  that  date  the  price 
per  carton  would  be  thirteen  cents 
each  or  two  for  twenty-five  cents. 
He  trusted  that  the  trade  through- 
out the  Dominion  would  sign  the 
contracts  and  forward  them  to  the 
company  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
Natural  Food  Company  had 
assured  the  committee  that  they 
would  see  that  no  person  violated 
the  contract,  if  they  did  legal  steps 
would  be  taken  immediately  to 
enforce  payment  for  so  doing,  and 
every  member  was  requested  to 
notify  the  Dominion  Secretary  if 
they  knew  of  any  one  cutting  the 
price. 

The  report  was  received  and 
adopted  :and  the  members  were 
urged  to  use  every  effort  to  sell  as 
much  Shredded  Wheat  as  possible, 
also  Triscott,  so  as  to  show  their 
appreciation  of  the  Natural  Food 
Company’s  efforts  taking  up  the 
contract  plan.  Mr.  M.  Moyer  then 
addressed  the  meeting  on  the  best 
system  of  keeping  books  for  the 
Retail  Grocers.  It  proved  an 
interesting  and  instructive  subject 
and  the  details  of  the  address  will 
be  given  in  a future  issue  of  this 
Journal.  No  other  business  com- 
ing before  the  meeting  it  then 
closed.

The  efforts  put  forth  by  our 
Association  to  guard  the  interests 
of  the  Retail  Merchants  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  and  which 
resulted  in  securing  for  them 
several  valuable  amendments  to 
the  Assessment  Act  should  be 
kept  constantly  in  view  by  the 
officers  and  members  of  our  various 
Branches  in  the  Province.  In  order 
to  follow  the  requirements  of  the 
new  act  we  publish  herewith 
several  extracts  from  it. 

Section  io,  Clause  I.  Irrespec- 
tive of  any  assessment  of  land 
under  this  act,  every  person  occu- 
pying or  using  land  in  the  munici- 
pality for  the  purpose  of  any 
business  mentioned  or  described 
in  this  section  shall  be  assessed  for 
a sum  to  be  called  “ Business 
Assessment”  to  be  compu'-ed  by 
reference  to  the  assessed  value  of 
the  land  so  occupied  or  used  by 
him  as  follows  : 

c)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a wholesale  mer- 
chant, of  an  insurance  company,  a 
loan  company  or  a trust  company, 
as  defined  by  this  act,  or  of  an 
express  company  carrying  on 
business  on  or  in  connection  with 
a railway,  or  steamboats  or  sailing 
or  other  vessels  where  such  land  is 
occupied  or  used  mainly  for  the 
purpose  of  its  business,  or  of  a land 
company,  or  of  a bank,  or  a banker, 
or  of  any  other  financial  business 
for  a sum  equal  to  75  per  cent  of 
the  assessed  value. 

d)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a manufacturer  for 
a sum  equal  to  60  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value  ; and  a manu- 
facturer shall  not  be  liable  to 
business  assessment  as  a wholesale 
merchant  by  reason  of  his  carrying 
on  the  business  of  selling  by 
wholesale  the  goods  of  his  own 
manufacture  on  such  premises. 

c)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  what  is  known  as 
a departmental  store  or  of  a retail 
merchant  dealing  in  more  than  5 


branches  of  retail  trade  or  business 
in  the  same  premises  or  in  separate 
departments  or  premises  under 
one  roof,  or  in  connected  premises, 
where  the  assessed  value  of  the 
premises  exceeds  $20,000  or  of  a 
coal,  wood  or  lumber  dealer,  litho- 
grapher, printer  or  publisher,  or  of 
a club,  in  which  meals  or  spiritous 
or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  or 
furnished  or  the  business  of  selling, 
bartering  or  trafficking  in  ferment- 
ed, spiritous  or  other  liquors  in 
any  premises  in  respect  of  which  a 
shop  licence  has  been  granted  for 
a sum  equal  to  50  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value  ; but  in  cities 
having  over  100,000  population 
coal  dealers  shall  be  assessed  for 
a sum  equal  to  30  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value. 

g)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a retail  merchant 
in  cities  having  a population  of 
over  50,000  for  a sum  equal  to  25 
per  cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value  ; 
in  other  cities  and  towns  having  a 
population  of  10,000  or  over  for  a 
sum  equal  to  30  per  cent,  of  the 
said  assessed  value ; and  in  all 
other  municipalities  for  a sum 
equal  to  35  per  cent,  of  the  said 
assessed  value. 

h)  Every  person  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a photographer,  or 
of  a theatre,  concert  hall,  or  skat- 
ing rink,  or  other  place  of  amuse- 
ment or  of  a boarding  stable,  or  a 
livery,  or  the  letting  of  vehicles  or 
other  property  for  hire,  or  of  a 
restaurant,  eating  or  other  house 
of  public  entertainment,  or  a hotel 
in  respect  of  which  a tavern  license 
has  been  granted,  or  any  trade  or 
commercial  business  not  before  in 
this  or  in  clause  (i)  specially  men- 
tioned, for  a sum  equal  to  25  per 
cent,  of  the  said  assessed  value. 

Sub.  2 of  Sec.  10.)  No  person 
shall  be  assessed  in  respect  of  the 
same  premises  under  more  than 
one  of  the  clauses  of  sub-sec.  1, 
and  where  any  person  carries  on 
more  than  one  of  the  kinds  of 
business  mentioned  in  that  sub- 
section on  the  same  premises,  he 
shall  be  assessed  by  reference  to 


the  assessed  value  of  the  whole  of 
the  premises  under  that  one  of  the 
said  clauses  in  which  is  included 
the  kind  of  business  which  is  the 
chief  or  preponderating  business 
of  these  so  carried  on  by  him  in  or 
upon  such  premises. 

Sub  7 of  sec.  10.  Except  as 
provided  in  clause  c of  sub  section 
1 of  sec.  11  of  this  Act  every  per- 
son liable  to  assessment  in  respect 
of  a business  under  sub-section  1 
shall  not  be  subject  to  assessment 
in  respect  of  income  derived  from 
such  business  nor  shall  any  person 
be  subject  to  assessment  in  respect 
of  dividend  derived  by  him  from 
shares  in  the  stock  of  a corpora- 
tion carrying  on  a mercantile  or  a 
manufacturing  business,  and  which 
corporation  is  subject  to  assessment 
under  subsection  i,nor  shall  the  pre- 
miums or  assessments  of  an  insur- 
ance company  b^  assessible  by 
any  municipality. 

Subscc.  8.  Every  person  assessed 
for  business  assessment  shall  be 
liable  for  payment  of  tax  thereon, 
and  the  same  sh  ill  not  constitute 
a charge  upon  the  land  occupied 
or  used.

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ST.  THOMAS  BRANCH 

A largely  attended  meeting  of 
the  St.  Thomas  branch  of  the  Re- 
tail Merchants’  Association  of 
Canada  was  held  in  Blackmore's 
Hall  on  Thursday  evening  June 
23rd,  President  J.  A.  Forsythe  in 
the  chair. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  ad- 
dresses from  the  Dominion  secre- 
tary, and  Provincial  Organizer 
James  Eadie. 

Mr.  Eadie  opened  the  meeting 
by  referring  to  the  general  work 
that  the  Association  had  been 
doing  during  the  past  year.  He 
referred  to  the  great  efforts  that 
had  been  put  forth  by  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  of  the  Association 
in  having  an  amendment  made  to 
the  proposed  Assessment  Bill,  so 
that  the  taxation  would  be  more 
evenly  levied  on  all  retail  mer- 
chants throughout  the  Province. 
He  gave  an  excellent  account  of 
the  great  growth  of  the  association 


during  the  past  twelve  months  and 
stated  that  everywhere  the  retail 
merchants  were  realizing  the  need 
for  the  Association  and  were  con- 
gratulating the  officers  on  the 
result  of  the  good  work  done. 

The  Dominion  Secretary,  Mr. 
E.  M.  Trowern  was  pleased  to  tell 
them  that  the  desire  for  organiza- 
tion was  spreading.  He  pointed 
out  the  advantages  that  all  classes 
were  receiving  through  organiza- 
tion. and  showed  that  up  to  the 
time  that  the  retail  merchants  were 
organized  they  had  received  no 
legislation  for  the  past  fifteen  years 
that  was  of  any  value  to  them,  al- 
though they  were  the  largest  body 
of  taxpayers  of  any  class.  He 
believed  that  the  competition  of 
the  future  would  be  a competition 
of  excellence  instead  of  the  present 
system  of  vicious  competition  in 
which  merchants  were  selling  goods 
below  cost  in  order  to  destroy  their 
neighbors  and  then  holding  high 
positions  in  the  church  and  praying 


for  “ Peace  on  Earth  and  good-wib 
toward  all  men.” 

He  strongly  recommended  the 
contract  plan  as  adopted  by  the 
Association,  whereby,  fair  and 
honest  prices  can  be  maintained, 
and  that  the  manufacturer,  whole- 
saler, laborer,  retailer  and  the  pub- 
lic will  receive  a better  reward  for 
their  industry.  He  congratulated 
the  officers  of  the  St.  Thomas 
branch  for  the  close  attention  they 
had  given  to  the  work  of  the 
branch  during  the  past  year,  and 
hoped  they  would  attend  the  con- 
vention to  be  held  in  Toronto  on 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  July 
5th  and  6th.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of 
the  “ Toronto  Branch”  was  held  in 
the  Board  Room  on  Tuesday  Even- 
ing June  2 1 st,  1904,  at  8 o’clock. 

President,  S.  Corrigan  in  the 
chair.  The  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  Committee  appointed  to 
report  on  the  subject  of  the  in- 
creased rates  of  Fire  Insurance  re- 
ported that  they  recommend  that 
the  subject  be  taken  up  at  the  com- 
ing Convention  of  the  Dominion 
Board  and  dealt  with  by  them.

Five  officers  govern  each  branch, 
and  the  officers  of  all  the  sections 
form  the  General  Executive  Board. 
We  have  Branch  Associations  in 
the  leading  cities  and  towns,  and 
in  this  way  a perfect  organization 
is  created.
